Deputy Coroner Boogher,*in an official 
statement made this morning, declared that ' 
the result of the inquest held over the 
body of Mrs. Kate Smith, whose death. 
was the sixth occurring ‘during the Inst 11 | 
months of persons nearly, related, revealed | 
the fact that all of the dead persons, ex- 
cept a baby, had been insured. 

The cause of the death of Mrs. Smith was: 


uting cause that has not been determined. 
As soon as the transcript is completed it 
will be delivered to Circuit Attorney Folk: 
Nearly all of the six persons died sudden- 
ly. The fact that they were insured, and 
that they all exhibited similar symptoms, 
caused the inquest to be held. 
The Fischers live at Sixteenth and Bid- 
dle streets, where Louis Fischer~keeps a 
saloon. j 2 
The first of the deaths to take place was 
that «of Martin Fox, Mrs, Fischer’s step- 
father, who died Dec. 16, 1901. The cause 
of his death was acute gastritis. He lin- 
gered only a few days after his attack of 
iliness. Then at intervals of six weeks 
or two months these persons died: 
John Smith, a brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Louis Pischer; William Fischer, brother- 
in-law of Mrs. Fischer; William McCarthy, 
brother of Mrs. Fischer; Annie Smith, sis- 
ter-in-law of Mrs. Fischer; Mrs. Kate 
Smith, sister of Mrs. Fischer. 
All of these persons excepting Annie 
Smith, a mere babe, were insured for 
amounts given above. All of the policies 
as well as two policies of Nellie McCar- 
thy, -who is still ving, were made payable 
to either Mrs. Fischer or her husband. All 
of the insurance except that in the Knights 
and Ladies of Honor was paid at the time 
of death of the persons insured. 
Nov. 17, Mrs. Kate Smith, over whom the 
inquest just finished was held, took out a 
policy for $2000 in the Knights and Ladi

Nellie McCarthy gave Louis F. Fischer a 
power of attorney and also executed an 
assignment of the beneficiary policy to 
him.

DIED THE NEXT DAY. 

The next day after making. the will Mrs. 
Smith died. Dr. John O. Guhman, who 
had attended all the other members of the 
family, prescribed for Mrs. Smith. He 
said that the symptoms exhibited by all 


the persons were very much alike. They 
all vomited incessantly and complained of 
severe pains in the stomach, 

During the inquest lice were sent to 
the Fischer house and brought seven in- 
surance policies to the coroner's office. 
They were all returned to the Fischers ex- 
Keefe, executive officer of the 
d Ladies of Honor, said that Dr. 
. Weinberg, medical examiner of 
the orden had called. the coroner's atten 
tion to the alle ata circumstances 
eaths. 

Louis F’. Fischer, when séen this morning 
ct. bis saloon, said that the deaths were 
from natural causes, but he admitted that 
several of them might have been expedited 
ty the intemperate use of whisky. He said 
that all of the insurance received hereto- 
fore had not been sufficient to pay the fu- 
neral expenses of the persons dying, and 
that he was. considerably out of pocket 
from having advanced such expenses. 


HARD DRINKERS, HE SAYS. 
‘My wife’s stepfather, Martin Fox, un- 
doubtedly hastened his death by drinking 


too much whisky. He had the privilege 
of drinking al he wanted here and some- 
times it used to take a pint of whisky 
before he could get out of bed. 

“The other men who died .were hard 
drinkers and it is my own opihion thet 
the disease wsa brought on and made 
worse by tHe extraordinary. amount of 
liquor they drank. Wm. Smith was for- 
merly my ner. The statement that 
any of the Smiths were ex-convicts is ab- 
solutely false.- They had never been in 
jail on any charge.” 


HAD PLENTY OF CARE. 
Miss Nellie McCarthy; who admitted at 
the inquest that neither she nor her ais- 


ter, Mrs. Louis Fischer, could read or 
write, is a comely Irish girl, who is deeply 
grieved over the death of her sister and of 
so many of her relatives. She said that 
she did not know the meaning of the pa- 
pers when she made her mark to them and 
transferred the inSurance made out in her 
favor to Jouls Fischer. She seemed to be 
perfectly satisfied, however, that Fischer 
should Sass it, as she said he had been 
exceedingly kind to her and had fur- 
nished her a good home for a long time. 
“My sister and the other relatives who 
have @ied in the past 11 monihs were not 


and I know that she had all the attention 
possible. but nothing could save her life.’ 

“Gastritis, of some form or other, always 
attacks confirmed adr'nkers,’’ said Dr. 
Roogher, ‘but it does not cause them to 
vomit, as these persons are said to have 
done. Another thing I cannot understand is 
why the undertaker, William Ambruster, 
should have extracted a ages pf the con- 
tents of the stomach. The body was em- 
balmed very shortly after death, and this 
has interfered with getting satisfactory re- 
sults from the autopsy. 

“The city chemist is making an analysis 
of the contents of the stomach.

OUTLINE OF CASE. - 

The outline of the case given by Circuit 
Attorney Folk to the special jury pane! at 
the opening of the trial showed that the 
case is similar in almost every detail] to 
that against.

Mr. Folk first recited the story of the 
placing in safe deposit boxes of a fund 
of $75,000 for the purchase of the votes 
of the House combine on the Suburban 
bill. This would. be proved, he said, by 
Turner, Stock and Murrell, and other col- 
leagues of Denny would testify that the 
matter was discussed at meetings of the 
combine, and that Denny knew of it. 

Mr. Folk said the minutes of the grand 
jury's stenographer would show that Den- 
ney, when called before that body and 
asked for information about the deal, had 
stated on oath that he knew nothing of it. 
This testimony, he said, constituted the 
crime of perjury.

BUT JUSTICE OVERTOOK HER 
AND SHE HANGED HERSELF. 


Authorities First Supposed Mrs. Whit- 
ten Killed Little Ones for Insur- 
ance, But Meeting With 
Lover Indicated Real 
Purpose.

DEXTER, Me., Dec. 4.—Love, not insur- 
ance money, was the motive that urged 
Mrs. Hattie Lb, Whitten io poison to death 
her two bright little daughters. 

The suicide by strangulation of the moth- 
er on Sunday, while in eustody and under 
a charge of murder, ended a tragic drama 
that had wrought the community wp to a 
high pitch of excitement, 

It is new thought that Mrs. Whitten had 
been mentaliy unbalanced for years. 

Once she had been a good mother, rearing 
to ‘nanhood four songs, now sreditable mcm. 
bers of svuciety 

In her early married life her husband's 
eyesight began to fail, and he went into 
@ broorn fuctory in order to learn the man- 
ufacture of brooms, so that, when his sight 
was gone, he could earn a livelihood. 

Eventually he became blind, and was 
forced to rely upon his recently acquired 
trade. 

Whitten died in 1901, since when Mrs 
Whitten has lived in various Maine towns. 
coming here only three months ago. Her 
sons went out to earn a living 

Mrs. Whitten developed eccentricies, that 
had never afflicted her in former years. 
_ spread stories of wealth she was to in- 

erit, in one of them giving the name of a 
former boarder who had gone tc: the Klon- 
dike and died, leaving her an in.mense for- 
tune. 

She secured large credits in various places 
on her prospective inheritances, and de- 
parted leaving the bills unpaid. 

She ws successful as a boarding house 
ker per,. but would not meet her rent or 
t esmen's bills, and the manner in whica 
she dixposed of her earnings wus always 
a mystery. ; 

Mrs. Whitten; who was not yet 45 years 
old, met in Dover a man named Herbert 
Suitor, with whom she became infatuated. 
It is belleved thut Sulitor was wiliing to 
marry her, but objected to her two daugh- 
ters—Jennie, 9 years old, and Fannie, 11. 

Suitur answered a telegram froin Mrs. 
Whitten after her arrest by coming here 
to see her. 

The meeting between them wus most lov- 
ing, and gave the clew to the motive for 
the killing of the little girls. 

Fannie died Sept. 19, ufter a brief illness, 
and Jennie dicd Nov. 27. The physicians 
who had attended hoth girls becamc sus- 
picious, and discovered that Mrs. Whitten 
had bought a dozen ditferent kinds of poisen 
at one dcug store. The children’s death was 
from arsenic, as an autopsy quickly re- 
vealed.

Unlike His Sioux Brethren, He Is 
Never Moody and Morose, but 
*s Wears a Constant Smile.

HOT SPRINGS, 58. D., Deo. 4.—Bear 
tracks will represent Fall River Gounty in 
the South Dakota. House of Representa 
tives, having been elected on the Repub.ican 
ticket by a majority of 68 over his old sol- 
dier fusion opponent, Capt. William P, Phil- 
ips. Bear Tracks is his Indian name, be- 
longing to the OgaNah tribe of the S!oux 
nation. “Doc” Ellis T. Peirce is his white 
man’s name,

ter at Pierre, the capital of South Dakota, 


this winter. At the present time he is a 
barber in Hot Springs, but in his varied life 
of 58 years he has followed many lines of 
business.

Most of them had iden- 
tified silverware and other articles found 
In Dickinson's possession as having been 
stolen from their homes, 

The prisoner, who had been regarded as 
an ideal employer, always kind and: gentle 
to those who worked for his firm, Weil, & 
Dickinson, shirtwaist manufacturers, pre- 
sented a sorry appearance in the dock. 

His face was al] battered up as a result 
of his desperate fight against capture with 
Policeman Charles Carroll, who discovered 
him leaving one of the houses he had 
robbed. 

The policeman was in equally as bad 
shape, for they had foight an hour. 

The testimony of the women showed that 
Dickinson sought out houses to rob only 
in neighborhoods whee dwelt the wealthy, 
and he operated especially in aristocratic

Waters ostensibly has nothing to do with 
the claims of England and Germany 
against Venezuela, but in reality these 
American warships will see to it that 
meither England nor Germany shall vio- 
late the Monroe doctrine by the seizure 
of South American territory. Dewey's 
fleet is the’ most powerful that ever floated 
the United States flag, fully equal to cope 
with the South Atlantic squadrons of 
Germany and England combined.

Germany's 
claim is for ‘$2,000,000 and is based princi-

The acquittal 
was ordered on the ground that the prosecution had failed to 
show e‘ther knowledge of the Intended bribery or intent to bribe. 

The evidence submitted merely showed that Nicolaus, a di 
rector of the Suburban road, signed the notes upon which the 
money tu be used for bribery was raised. The only other bribery 
case resembling the Nicolaus case is that of Walnwright, who 
also signed the nctes and whose knowledge and intent must be de- 
termined by the evidence. The result in this case proves that 
the guilt of the accused must be proven to the satisfaction of 
judge and jury In order that punishment may follow.

Stone adnits that he dictated an argument against 
the repeal of the “pure-food” law which the Baking Powder 
Trust wanted retained {n the statute books and that his argu- 
ment was sent to members of the legislature. It was distributed 
as “a speech on pure foods delivered by Gov. Stone.” 

The Pubic Health Society, promoted by a representative of the 
trust, had headquarters in ex-Gov. Stone's office, and its money 
was kept in the safe used by ex-Gov. Stone. 

Ex-Gov. Stone's son conducted the prosecutions of manufactur- 
ers for the “violations of the “pure-food” law. 

Mr. Bain, one of the independent manufacturers of baking 
powder, told of his interview with ex-Gov. Stone, in wh'’ch the 
ex-governor tried to smooth over their grievance on account of 
his legislative work, but failing, threatened him with a law 
which would drive all the independent manufacturers out of the 
state.
